exorbitant, it is prohibitive," putting 
nurses out of the reach of people of 
moderate resources, 
and being more 
than can be paid by many hospitals. It 
should be said, however, that there 
are many places 
where 
registered 
nurses work far more reasonably. 
The New York 
Times 
thinks thaft 
the question of the reasonableness of 
the wage 
demanded 
by 
registered 
nurses is debatable, however true it 
may be, as Dr. Mayo suggests, that a 
wage as high as that cited is prohibi­ 
tive in the case of many patients. The 
Times points out that the nurse can­ 
not, as the doctor often does, charge 
the patient according to his ability to 
pay, and thus make the rich patients 
help carry the poorer ones. Dr. Mayo, 
however, takes the ground that "the 
educational standards for registration 
of nurses as set down by the nursing 
boards of the various states have gone 
beyond all reason." 
The nurses, he 
suggests, base 
their 
charges on the 
long and arduous 
training 
they are 
compelled to undergo and his conten­ 
tion is that 
there is no 
necessity for 
making this training period anything 
like so h*ng as it is. 
He rather in­ 
clines to the view that "good nurses 
are born,” anyway, declaring that all 
the training in the world will not make 
a good nurse of a girl who is always 
thinking of herself and whose heart 
does not go out toward suffering hu­ 
manity in a desire 
ease their pain by

Mayo would like to see is the rescruit- 
ing of at least 100,000 sub-nurses, or 
nursing aids, whose services could be 
secured more cheaply, although they 
would, as he 
sees 
it, be "proficient 
enough to take

of almost any 
case presented to them.” 
His idea is 
that "any intelligent girl can acquire 
in two years all the knowledge neces­ 
sary for the* thoroughly

nurse." 
We do not know how many women 
are engaged in professional nursing in 
the United States at the present time 
but the number must be very consid­ 
erable.

in most cities 
the professionel nurses have all they 
can do year in and year out and at 
times the number is not nearly large 
enough to go around.
